He knew and endorsed the policy of the 
police department in allowing houses to run ‘“‘on tolerance” which 
he understood to mean that as long as the houses were quiet and did | 
not create a nuisance in the district they should not be interfered | 
with.

That was the policy ot Chief Lancey and wilness had oer 
in it, as he understood that it was better to let these people remain 
in their houses than to drive them on the street where they would 
contaminate innocent people as had been the policy in 1913.

New York, July 4.—The Journal of 
Commerce prints the following article 
on the London banking: situation: 

There is an ambition among the big 
English banks to become the biggest 
of their number, That suggestion has 
been repudiated, but the repudiation 
was of the diplomatic kind.  There- 
fore, the latest deal in the banking 
world, which promises to give the 
London City and Midland bank, dom- 
{nated by Sir Edward Holden,  pre- 
eminence when judged from the mag- 
nitude of deposits, 18 very interesting. 

The London City and Midland is to 
absorb the Metropolitan bank (of Eng- 
Jand and Wales) by an exchange ot 
phares, and by this move the deposits 
of the former will approximate £105,- 
000,000, or about £3,000,000 more than 
those those of Tdloyds bank, which 
recently acquired the Wilts and Dorset 
bank, an old established institution 
condneting avery fine business in the 
gpouthern counties. With this deal the 
nuthorized capital of the London City 
and Midland bank will be brought up 
to £ 28,200,000, of which £22,944,000 has 
been subseribed and £4,780,000 paid 
up while the reserve fund, without 
taking into consideration the Hability 
fn respect of uncalled capital, will be 
£4,000,000, 

This eoncentration movement in the 
Panking world 18 natural, but Is belny 
necelorated by the tmbition of ene or 
two parties, It is likely to continue. 
Novertheless, it {8 not Hked, In the 
first place, it Js complained that the 
facilities to be obtained from these 
huge banks are not to be compared 
with those formerly obtained from the 
pmaller justitutions, in the conduct of 
whose business the personal or soctal 
clement was a factor of importance.

the peasants who paid the German 
war indemnity in 1870, and who say 
thelr prayers, in spite of the scoffers 
and the abrogaulon of the Concordat. 
It is the same tn the other countries 
mentioned —- Jt {is the humble but 
thrifty classes who are found invesi- 
ing thelr money in the C.P.R, In 
which, curiously enough, there are 
comparatively few large holders. It 
is pathetic—the enquiries that are 
sometimes made by humble people 
from the other side—enquiries as to 
the general conditions of the com- 
pany, wistful questioning with respect 
to the dividend; and svo*forth: These 
are made for the most part by hum- 
ble people, who have little acquaint- 
ance with business, but who, having 
a little money invested, are anxious 
when any sort of doubtful rumor 
reaches them,
